WHO'S WHO IN PBL

This award honors PBL members who have made outstanding contributions to the
association at the local, state, and national levels.

ELIGIBILITY
Each chapter may enter one (1) participant who is a member of an active local
chapter and is on record as having paid dues by March 1 of the current school year.

REGULATIONS
1. Nominees must be selected in accordance with the regulations of the state chapter
and the national association.

2. If the local chapter nominee is unable to attend the State Leadership Conference,
the chapter may designate one of its other delegates to accept the award for that
nominee.

3. Nominees selected for this award at a previous State Leadership Conference are
not eligible.

4. An entry form accompanied by a copy of a resume outlining the person's partici-
pation in PBL and a letter of recommendation from the local chapter adviser must
be mailed to the state office postmarked no later than the designated deadline.
The resume should cover the criteria listed below.

PROCEDURES
Criteria for selection of nominees at the state level will include:

L Years of participation in PBL activities

U Extent of participation in conferences sponsored by the state chapter and the
national association

& Offices, chairmanships and committee memberships held
& Contributions to local, state and national projects
% Participation in other activities
& Recommendations supportive of the member's involvement in PBL

A plaque is presented to the first place winner. Certificates are given to winners
second through fifth.
PARTICIPATION AT NATIONAL

The winner will be entitled to receive recognition at the National Leadership
Conference.
